Remarks : In recent years a number of trade areas have been 
undergoing radical changes due to the introduction of 
new technology, consequently manufacturers and service 
organisations^ have found the need for their apprentices 
and servicemen to receive appropriate training. It was 
because TAPE had no appropriate courses to offer in 
this area that the submission was made.
